men,and cnciting them to reuenge. Ypon this ground, they 
mmſt proſecute, fir(t ſome things worthy the honor of their 
anceſtors, and next remember the deploration of Religion, 
Liberty, and the vſurpation of their Countrey, all which 
the Englilh haue froms time to time intruded vpon,and are 
not tobe endured in their tyranny, as they make them be- 
leeue.

enemies, and quicted the Countrey,giuing preſent orderts 
his Nauy to ſcowre the natrow ſeas, ro the Prouinceto keep 
thecoalts, tothe Watches to fire the Beacons, to the Cap- 


caines to prepare their Souldiers, andcoall forts to attend 


their ſeucral|charges, accordingtothe ancient and laudable 
culteme ofthe Kingdome. 

When Perkin and his Captaines were arriued-in Flexydere, 
and found, how their former delajes had beenea preat ob- 
ſtacle, and hindranceto theirproceedings, they reſsluedto 
remedy the ſame intheir following courles, and by the con- 

celerity and ſpeedinetleto wipe away the blots of their 


neſſe, and faint proceedings, asif they had learned of 
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Sic agitnr cenſura, & fic exempla paerantwury. Gd 6 6.

Notwithſtanding, becauſe they were now reſfolued, chat the 
King taking notice of this 0n-ſ[et and attempt, would forti- 
fe the Coalts, and be ina readineiſewith well prepared for- 


alittle comfort and. fatisfacion ;- but becauſe he well knew 
the Iriſh were weake and vnarmed, and ſo ynable to preuaile 
againſt the ſirength-of Enp/and, and {iill out of counte- 
nance, and quickly daunteds, when they were drawne from 
their bogs, and woods toſolid battailes and ſtrong charges, 


contrary to their flight,skirmiſhes, and runningentounters,. 


they chought it more meete-and: expedient ro palle into 
Scotland: Gens ſemper inuiſa Britannis, and there maketriall 
of a new friendſhip, cafting vp a forward account of -cheir 
happineſle, in this manner 2 Kir(t they were aſſured of the 
naturall and generall hatred betweene the Nations,.which 
ypon very {mall occaſiuns and probableopportunite,would 
burſt out into flames of deſpight. Next, they proiected, 
tha: the nature of thebuſine(ſe would alluretkem to his af- 


 fiſtance, vpon hope of vaine-glety, and areputationof ſo 


charitable a worke, asto helpaPrince-in diftreiſe. Thirdly, 
they relied on chis hope, that if no other cauſe would be in- 
dudctiue to his ſupportation , yetrhe delire of ſpoile would 
quickly incitethem to warre againſt ſo-plentifulla Country.

In the meane while my Lord Dawbney imploied him- 
ſelfe and his company ſo efteQuaily, thar enuironing the 
ſanQuary wherein Perkin was with tao companies of 
light horſe, who were vigilanc, cautelous, Rtrongand cou- 
ragious,and ſo lay in the aduantage«f watching the place, 
thac Perkmcou!d noway eſcape: bur the King was not ſa- 
tisfed with chi; piotraction, and therefore luth to looſe 
him, orgiue him liberty to runne with che blinde mole 
iato further cauerns of the earth to calt vp heaps and 
little hill: of commotion and affrighting his eſtate and 
yet daring not to infringe the priviledge of theſe holy 
places ( ſuch a hand had (uperſticion, and the Popes tul- 
mination got ouer all che Princes of Europe) he went 
more politikely co worke, and ſent divers perſons of 
account to perſwade his ſubmiſſion, avd render him-

for a {zrled quictneilc in a privat eftate (becauſe he is (till 
ſubieR to the Conquerors pleaſure) but an ignominieus 
life, then which, an honourable death is tenne thouſand 
times better, which made the noble Hecuba, as a worthy 
patterne toal vnfortunate Princes,thusanſwere theprou-' 
deſt conquerors therſeluece.
